HOUSING 

Progress  during  the  year  1948  has  only  been  slow.  Shortage  of  building 
materials,  delay  in  obtaining  the  necessary  fittings  and  the  shortage  of  skilled 
lo-bour  have  eJ.1  been  contributory  factors. 

The  allocation  of  houses  for  the  District  falls  far  short  of  requirements, 
there  being  long  waiting  lists  of  prospective  tenants.  The  number  of 
individual  licences  permitted  to  be  issued  was  also  insvif ficient  <and  many 
applications  had  to  bo  deferred.  Houses  which  becaone.  vacant  during  the  year 
and  which  were  either  let  or  sold  have  not  substantially  improved  the  situation. 

Every  effort  has  been  made  to  relieve  matters  by  granting  licences  to 
adapt  buildings  to  dwelling  houses  and  to  reconstruct  buildings  which  in  their 
existing  state  were  unfit  for  human  habitation. 

The  number  of  houses  erected  by  the  Council  was  24  and  by  private 
builders  19, 


\/fATER  SUPPLIES 


Prom  time  to  time  temporary  shortages  occurred  on  some  schemes,  duo  mostly 
to  mechanical  breakdowns-,  particularly  in  the  Plagg  and  Monyash  Area, 

The  spring  yield  during  the  year  on  the  Stoke  Platt  scheme  was  adequate 
adthough  there  is  ever  increasing  demand.  The  parishes  situate  on  the 
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farthest  end  of  this  echemo  suffered  shorta.^os  through  badly  encrusted  mains 
causing  poor  pressures, 

Taddington,  Gholmorton  and  Bra.d'wcll  experienced  intermittent  supplies 
due  to  variation  in  spring  flov/. 

There  havo  been  no  additions  to  the  district  of  piped  supplies. 


Sa/^AGE  ^QRieS 

In  the  North  District  there  has  been  considerable  difficulty  in  securing 
a satisfactory  effluent  and  in  some  cases,  this  has,  in  fact,  proved  impossible. 
Marked  defect  in  this  respect  is  especially  found  in  Gurbar,  Stoney  Middleton, 
EathersagcT,  (irindloford  and  Tidcswell,  In  the  main  the  cause  appears  to  be 
the  overloading  of  out  of  date  se-wage  works,  and  it  is  a matter  of  urg3ncy  that 
a more  satisfactory  means  of  disposal  be  provided.  In  the  case  of  Tideswell 
this  is  being  done. 

In  the  South  .District  a more  satisfactory  state  obtains,  but  there  have 
been  difficulties  at  Y/inster  and  Chelmorton,  regarding  the  nature  of  the 
effluent.  Some  repairs  are  necessary  to  the  works  at  Great  Longstono.

V/ATFR*  Ercm  time,  to  time  and  especially  during  periods  of  low  rainfall, 
difficulty  in  maintaining  an  adequate  supply  in  some  part  of  the  Rural 
District  arises.  There  is,  in  my  opinion,  much  to  be  said  in  favour  of 
a comprehensive  scheme  to  supply  water  to  the  District  as  a whole.  I 
should  like  to  see  e.  much  greater  approximation  to  the  state  of  affairs 
obtaining  in  an  urban  <area.  - a piped  supply  to  every  house. 
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PQOB:  It  will  ba  seen  from  the  appropriate  table  tha.t  the  inspection 

of  carcases  of  meat  shows  that  during  the  past  seven  years  the  incidence 
of  Tuberculosis  sliov^/s  a marked  increase,  being  nearly  double  what  it  was 
in  1942,  This  does  not  moan,  of  course,  that  all  such  Cclircasos  arc 
unfit  for  food,  but  it  does  show  that  the  close  supervision  of  this  supply 
of  food  servo E a very  useful  purpose^ 

1ME5CTIQUS  DISEASES:  Ttie  numbers  of  cases  of  the  various  notifiable 

diseases  corresponds  very  closely  to  those  of  1947;  there  was,  howevor, 
a greater  incidonco  of  v/hooping  coug^,  the  numbers  being  more  than  double 
those  of  t):ie  previous  year, 

MxvTIOLi.cdj  IJEAhTH  SSH\i^IG£  aGT.  1946:  This  Act  ceme  into  force  during  the 

year  - on  5th  July.  The  main  changes  affecting  the  Rural  District  are 
that  Diptheria  Immunisation  is  now  the  concern  of  the  Derbyshire  County 
Council,  and  that,  as  all  hospitals  are  administered  by  the  Regional 
Hospital  Boards,  Haddon  Isolation  Hospital  which  is  still  closed  has  been 
transferred  to  Sheffield  Regional  Hospital  Board.  Cases  of  infectious 
disease  are  admitted  to  Lodgcj  Moor  Hospital  on  application  being  ma.de  by 
their  family  doctor.
